About 7 o'clock last evening, at 
Crystal Peak, Ira Packard was 
shot by Perry McCart, and seri- 
ously wounded. The weapon used 
was a shot gun loaded with No. 6

It appears that there has been ill 
feeling tor years between the McCart 
family and Packard.

Perry 
called to him not to come near the 
house, but Packard paid no attention 
to the warning and Perry discharged 
the gun athim. The ch took ef- 
feot in the right side of Packard's 
body, all the way from the ear down 
to the calf of the leg, and from the 
backbone around to the right nipple.
